If there proves to be no means 
at our disposal for compelling arbitra- 
tion, the American public will have lost 
the anthracite strike, no matter on 
what terms it may be specifically set- 
tled. It will lose future strikes, for the 
same reason, and not only in the coal 
industry.

The 
anthracite strike is the best advertised 
labor upheaval experienced in a long 
time. Never has there been such close 
co-operation between the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the authorities of an indi- 
vidual State. Never was public senti- 
ment so universally crystallized in sup- 
port of the official demand for arbitra- 
tion of the issues involved. 

If, under all these circumstances, the 
miners emerge from the dispute with- 
out yielding their opposition to the 
arbitration principle, they will in effect

In his recommendation to the 
Legislature he pointed out that the 
State had no way to take care of them 
and that the State would be losing 
about $500,000 a year from their hire.

The launching of the great rigid air- 
ship ZR-1 today marked the open- 
ing of a new phase of world communi- 
cation and signified the completion 
of five years of patient effort by the 
United States Navy. The event also

The first brief operations of the 


ZR-1 over the Naval air station here 
today will lead directly, and probably 
within a year, to transoceanic cruises 
up to the known limit of the ship’s 
ability, or in the region of 5000 knots.

GENEVA, Sept. 4—The fourth as- 
sembly of the League of Nations

certain circles in London to attribute

Landing in Morocco 


Some official quarters here pro- 
fessed to attach importance to the 
landing of a small detachment of 
Italian carabinieri at Tangier last 
Thursday—the day before the occupa- 
tion of Corfu—and it was hinted that 
this Moroccan demarche by Signor 
Mussolini might have important re- 
sults when the Corfu occupation came 
up for settlement. In other words, it 
was intimated that there might be a 
“trade” by which Italy might agree to 
relinquish its hold on Corfu, Paxos 
and Antipaxos in exchange for the 
recognition of “certain Italian rights” 
alongside France and Spain in 
Morocco. 

This idea was scouted in authorita- 
tive French quarters in London. One 
of the most important Frenchmen here 
described in detail the status of Mor- 
occo and declared, notwithstanding 
some reports to the contrary, Italy’s 
interests there are practically nil. He 
characterized the Italian action in 
landing a small detachment of cara- 
binieri at Tangier as having been 
“born of nationalism.” 

Tranquillity in Balkans 

He declared these carabinieri were 
nothing more than a legation guard 
“which the Italian Government has a 
right to land at Tangier.” He asserted 
that these Italian troops have no 
. police power or rights beyond those 
of a legation guard in Morocco. “The 
status of the French and Spanish in 
Morocco is well defined and it is idle 
to talk of a connection between this 
small landing party and the occupa- 
tion of Corfu,” he said. 

Private diplomatic reports received 
here from the Balkans indicate that 
everything is quiet there. A dispatch 
from Belgrade stated that greater in- 
terest was taken there in the Fiume 
case than in the Italo-Greek crisjs. 

An authorized Greek spokesman de- 
nied the report that Greece is in- 
clined to negotiate directly with Italy. 
He added that Greece still looked to 
the League for a settlement and to the 
Council of Ambassadors for a full and 
impartial inquiry into the assassina- 
tion of General Tellini and his staff. 
“Greece,” he said, “has recommended 
that four members of this commission 
of inquiry be appointed by the Council 
of Ambassadors and three. by the 
League of Nations.”

acquisition by Italy. International 
developments remain to be seen, but’ 
meantime Greece has done well to 
refer the matter to the League.

If 
European statesmen are anxious to 
follow the only available avenue to 
peace they must deal with this ques- 
tion on its merits lone and absolutely 
refuse to bargain their support to one 
side or the other for considerations 
offered elsewhere. That is the great- 
est danger confronting diplomacy at 


Europe must certainly beware. In- 
dependent action by Turkey, then by 
France in the Ruhr, has been toler- 


ated and permitted to succeed to a 
greater or lesser degree. If Italy, fol- 
lowing this example, is allowed to 
profit therefrom this policy will be 
established as the normal method of 
diplomatic action and there is no 
knowing where it will end. 

These, then, are the essential con- 
siderations. Official Italian action 
which encompassed the killing of in- 
nocent inhabitants of Corfu is re- 
garded as equally regrettable as the 
unofficial action of irresponsible fa- 
natic Greek mountaineers. These 
things ‘affect the issue but little for 
one is as bad as the other. But Euro- 
pean statesmanship must go straight

Even if all of these conditions were 
successfully taken care of, it would be 
morally wrong for the State to turn its 
convicts over to private concerns, to 
serve their sentences, and I believe that 
the consensus among the people of the 
State is the opinion which I have ex- 
pressed. 

“Relic of Barbarism” 


We found in our investigation that 
the convict lease system is indeed a 
relic of barbarism, a form of*' human 
slavery which should by all means be 
abolished. It is hard to describe the 
cruelties, woe and misery growing out 
of such a system, and it is still harder 
to comprehend how such a system can 
continue in this civilization. 

It has been the custom of our State 
to brand the convict with 
mark. It is a matter of small concern 
to the authorities as to whether he is 
being fitted while in prison to become 


a better citizen of the State when he

To the lasting credit of the succession 
states they gave Austria not merely 
the opportunity to recover, but helped 
her to do so. The fact that this atti- 
tude was farsighted and to their own 
eventual benefit makes it none the less 
praiseworthy and none the less mag- 
nanimous. Nations sometimes are blind, 
even to their own self-interest, by hate 


if not most 
people then described it—has come true 
far more quickly and far more won- 
derfully than I dared to hope. Those 
responsible for breathing new life into 


and the hope of revenge. Happily in 
the case of Austria the world entered 
into a benevolent conspiracy to put her 
on Her feet. A notable feqture of that 
conspiracy was that for the first time— 
apart from relief contributions on a 
wonderful scale—the United States par- 
ticipated in European reconstruction. 
And Austria, so far as one can. see, is 
well on her feet. 

For that change in events the Aus- 
trian people themselves deserve infinite 
credit. During the last few months I 
have been constantly asked what is 
likely to happen when the work of the 
General Commissioner, Dr. Zimmerman, 
is finished. Some pessimists say that at 
the end of two years Austria will have 
spent the borrowed money and find 
herself no better off tham~before. My 
own view, after reading the very clear 
and useful reports issued to the world 
by Dr. Zimmerman, is that such a posi- 
tion of affairs is not in the least likely 
to occur. 


Will Have Reached Normalcy 


But should the pessimists be right, 
which I do not for one moment admit, 
the two years of national life under the 
normal conditions of a stable currency 
will have so increased the wealth and 
well-being of the country that when 
the Austrian Government requires to 
borrow for seasonal and other necessi- 


ties, as many quite solvent governments | 


have to borrow, it will be able to do so 
in the normal way, namely from its 
own people. ' 

I think it is scarcely realized in 
Vienna how intently the world is 
watching what the Austrian people will 
do with their own future. More than 
the fate of Austria hangs on what Aus- 
tria does with her present Opportunity. 
The League of Nations have their repu- 
tation at stake. Hungary has asked, 
but has not yet been granted, the inter- 
vention of the League’s Finance Com- 
mittee. Other countries may soon fol- 
low the experiment of Austria, provid- 
ing that experiment proves a success. 
Upon the willingness and thoroughness 
with which the Austrian people are 
themselves prepared to execute tiie 
plan, to which Chancellor Seipel sv 
ably and wisely committed them at 
Geneva, depends the welfare not 
merely of the people in Austria, but of 


millions elsewhere.

The Ninth American Chess Congress 
held at the Hotel Alamac, Lake Hopat- 
cong, N. J., ended in a tie between the 
American champion, Frank J. Marshall, 
and a former New York State cham- 
pion, Abraham Kupchik, with David 
Janowski, the French champion, third 
and Edward Lasker of Chicago fourth.

PROTEST FILED 
AGAINST TEDDY 


| Wood's Victory in Sweepstakes 


May Be Thrown Out 

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 4—A meeting 
was scheduled to take place here today, 
when those interested in the formal 
protest, filed yesterday against the vic- 
tory of G. A. R. Wood’s Teddy, driven 
by his brother, George Wood, in the 
oweage international sweepstakes race, 
he final event of the anual Gold Cup 
Regatta over the Detroit River, will be 
permitted to appear before the race 
committee. 

A ruling of the race provides that all 
boats must have hatches over their 
motor compartments. Early in the race 
Teddy lost hers and it was not noticed 
until the race was nearly over. Teddy 
led Colonel Vincent’s Packard Criscraft 
II by two lengths at the finish. 

Teddy and the Packard Chriscraft II 
raced side by side for 120 miles, when 
G. A. R. Wood took the lead and gained 
a lap on his rival. At the one hundred 
and forty-eighth mile Teddy went to the 
pits upon receiving signals from the 
judges’ stand, where Wood was told to 
put hatches over the motor compart- 


ment. 

While Teddy was in the pits Colonel, 
Vincent regained the laps he had lost, 
and as Teddy took the course the two 
boats kept side by side until the stretch 
when Wood pullé@d out in front and fin- 
ished first by two lengths. 

While Teddy and Packard Chriscraft 
II were battling it out for first place, 
Packard Chriscraft III, another of 
Colonel Vincent's boats, driven by Caleb 
Bragg, glided along in fourth position, 
moving up to third place after 60 miles, 
when the other Vincent boat, the Miss 
Packard, went out. She held this posi- 
tion until the finish. ) 


Rainbow: III, runner-up in the Gold 
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Cup race, proved a surprise yesterday 
by finishing fourth. Rainbow III is 
smaller than the other boats, and not of 
the same class, having a power plant 
of less than half those permitted in the 
sweepstakes.

SCOTS CONTINUING . 


PROHIBITION PROBE 


TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 24 (Special 
Correspondence)—In an effort to learn 
the truth of enforcement of prohibi- 
tion laws in Canada and the United 
States, a committee of Scottish church- 
men is touring these countries, being 
at present in Toronto, gathering facts 
regarding enforcement of the Ontario 
Temperance Act. The party is com- 
posed of the Rev. Dr. William Swan, 
convener of the Church of Scotland 
assembly’s committee on temperance; 
Colonel Gillett, standing counsel to 
the Anti-Prohibition *Society, New 
York; the Rev. Joseph Johnston, 
United Free Church of Scotland; 
Robert Gibson, advocate of the Scottish 
Bar; the Rev. John Malcolm Munro, 
Church of Scotland, and William Prin- 
gle Livingstone, author of “The Race 
Conflict” and other books. . 

It was explained that they are not 
prohibitionists, but a committee to in- 
vestigate the workings of prohibition 
on this continent. They have already 
been from coast to.coast in the United 
States and Vancouver and Winnipeg. 
Commenting on the progress of pro- 
hibition in Scotland, they said that 
one-quarter of the voting districts 
have been dry for a number of years. 
In 1920 a vote was taken which 
showed that in 584 of the remainder 
508 voted for no change, 35 for limita- 
tion of licenses and 41 went dry.

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‘APPLE GROWERS EXPECTED

TO SELL RECORD PRODUCT 


New methods of merchandizing, 
added to a promising crop, indicate 
that Massachusetts apple growers will 


have an unusually successful year. A 
yield well in excess of the five-year 
average is predicted by the New Eng- 
land Crop Reporting Service, and with 
the new means of selling that many 
Massachusetts growers are adopting, 
their apples will probably reach the 
markets in larger numbers than ever 
before. 

“Massachusetts apple growers are 
waking up,” said R. W. Harwood of 
the Department of Agriculture today. 
‘They are showing great eagerness to 
learn the best ways of planting, car- 
ing for orchards, and putting their 
products on the ‘market. This year 
has shown a decided advance in this 
respect. Some of the finest apples in 
the world are grown right here in 
New England, where we have a large 
and increasing market, so near to the 
places of production that we have not 
even a transportation: problem. The 
apple growers are aroused now to 
make the most of these unusual con- 
ditions, before this too much neg- 
lected.” ' 

Apple growers in Hampden County 
have recently begun co-operative pack- 
ing, Mr. Harwood said, bringing their 
apples to a central warehouse, and 
grading and packing them according 
to a set standard. The fruit is then 
sold to a Springfield commission 
merchant, who distributes it. 


Uniform Pack Helps Sale 


“This uniform ‘pack’ facilitates the 
sale,» Mr. Harwood continued, ‘and 
its absence has put New England 
apples at a disadvantage as compared 
‘with western fruit. Dealers like to 
know what they are getting and to be 
able to place advance orders. Now that 
our own growers are taking this into 
account, it will be a decided spur.” 

Under another plan recently adopted 
by a group of fruit growers in Mid- 
dlesex County, a community packing 
plant has been organized. Sixty 
thousand bushels of apples already 
have been promised, which will be 
graded and packed in uniform lots. 
The owners retain the title to their 
own fruit, which they market on their 
own responsibility. 

At the impulse of the fruit growers 
themselves, Mr. Harwood said, a bill 
was passed in the last Legislature pro- 
hibiting the “facing” of apples packed

for sale. Though by no means all 
New England -fruit men engaged in 
this unfortunate practice, whereby fine 
apples laid on top of a barrel gave 
no indication of the inferior ones be- 
low, it brought New England apples 
into disfavor with merchants. The 
practice is now punishable by law. 


Cross Continent to Market 


“Nature has done everything for the 
New England apple trade,” said Leslie 
R. Smith of the Department of Agri- 
culture, who will arrange exhibits of 
Massachusetts apples at state and na- 
tional fruit shows to be held this fall. 
“Soil and climate combine to produce 
a unique flavor. Our varieties are well 
established, and we have a market 
that western growers will cross the 
continent to obtain. It is time that 
our own men appreciated their. op- 
portunity, and many of them are

NEW CHALLENGE 
SURE TO COME 


~~ Australia, Although Defeated in 
Davis Cup Series, Will Try 
Again in 1924 


FOREST HILLS, N.Y., Sept. 4 (Special) 
—Despite the fact that the successful 
defense of the Davis Cup by the United 
States is a matter of only one.day’s his- 
tory, plans are already being made for 
another series of matches in 1924, with 
at least one nation already an acknow!l- 
edged challenger for the famous tennis 
trophy. Australia, although defeated 
this year for the second successive 
year, is to try again next season, ac- 
cording to the members of the team 
which played the United States here 
Friday, Saturday and yesterday and 
failed in their quest for the famous 
trophy, 4 to 1.

NEW YORK, Sept. 4 (Special)— 
August must be regarded as satisfac- 
tory in the steel industry. Production 
was less than in July, but buying of 
finished products was greater than for 
the preceding month. Though condi- 
tions in pig iron are unsatisfactory, 
Sales at Chicago in August were the 
best since spring. 

The foremost topic has been the an- 
- thracite coal strike. On the likelihood 
of such a development, coke prices ad- 
vanced 25 cents to 50 cents a ton dur- 
ing the last week and pig iron has 
shown stiffer tendencies. <A coal strike 
would increase the demand for substi- 
tutes, such as coke, which in turn would

ever, steel consumers are showing no 
alarm over the present situation, partly 
because they have become schooled in 
handling such troubles. 
: Fabricated Steel Sought 

The most conspicuous sales of the 
last week have been in fabricated struc- 
tural steel, the total amounting to 45,000 
tons, the greatest week’s business since 
the first week in June. Nearly one half 
of this tonnage, or 22,000 tons, was 
for the first section of the Central of 
New Jersey railroad bridge, inquiries 
for which have been pending for many 
weeks. The bridge will span Newark 
Bay, and the contract for the first sec- 
tion was awarded to the American 


Bridge Company. New inquiries for this |. 


class of steel total 14,000 tons. The bet- 
ter volume of business is tending to 
stiffen the prices of fabricated steel. 

The chief price changes have been 
in raw material. Iron and steel scrap 
is higher by about 50 cents a ton. 
Dealers are willing to pay higher prices 
than consumers, the former offering $17 
delivered for heavy melting steel, while 
consumers will give no more than 
$16.50. Furnace coke has risen from 25c 
to 50c a ton to $4.75 to $5. 

There have been some weak spots in 
semifinished steel. Slabs were sold at 
$40 a ton in northern Ohio and billets at 
the same figures in New England, both 
being concessions of $2.50 a ton from 
the regular price. Some weakness still 
persists in sheets, but plates, shapes, 
bars. pipe, tin plate, and wire products 
‘hold strong. 

Rail purchasing continues con- 
spicuous. About 50,000 tons were 
bought during the last week and about 
the same tonnage footed up in new in- 
‘ quiries. Western carriers ordered 
’ $5,000 tons.for 1924 delivery and a frog 
and switch works took 12,000 tons. The 
Canadian National Railways are asking 
for 35,000 tons and the Baltimore & 
Ohio road wants 10,000 tons. The re- 
cent 60,000-ton order of the Norfolk & 
Western was divided nearly equally be- 
tween the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation. The railroads are ordering 
freight cars at the rate of about 400 a 
week, the same pace prevailing for the 
last two months. 

Too Much Pig Iron 


Pig iron production is still too heavy. 
"Phree eastern furnaces have 35,000 tons 
each piled on their yards, which repre- 
sents an enormous capital tied up. 
Furnaces have been blown out at Joliet, 
Tll., Columbus, O., Ashland, Ky., and 
Milwaukee, Wis. It is estimated that 
there was a net loss of 15 furnaces dur- 
ing August. One eastern furnace con- 
templates blowing in. 

The chief change in the nonferrous 
metals during the week was in lead. The 
chief refiner advanced prices $5 a ton, 
or from 6.50c to 6.75c a pound, New 
York, the first change since July 27. 
The independents had already been ask- 
ing 6.75c. East St. Louis prices range 
from 6.60c to 6.70c. 

Copper metal is not wholly inactive, 
though the reduction of prices on fin- 
ished brass and copper products rather 
- weakened the tone of the refined metal. 
Prices hover around l4c. a pound, de- 
livered, for electrolytic copper and \c. 
more for lake copper. 

The feature in zinc has been the re- 
newed exports to Europe after several 
months of inactivity. Probably 7500 
tons have been thus sold’ abroad... Do-

Austrian dramatist, says in one 

of his critical notes that although 
the uncritical public may be a com- 
petent jury, it is not a competent 
judge. He means, I think, that while 
the decision whether a play or a book 
Shall be accepted or rejected immedi- 
ately, rests with the public, the de- 
cision whether it ought to be rests 
somewhere else. He does not say, 
however, that the latter decision rests 
with the critics. 

Grillparzer was thinking specially 
of the drama, for he knew full well 
from his own observation that a play 
which ig praised by all the critics may 
be rejected utterly by the public and 
—what is even more strange—that a 
play condemned by the critics may 
give the public great delight. The 
acted play differs from the printed 
book, however, in that both public and 
critics attend the first night, so that 
popular success may gain a “head 
start” over critical disapproval; while 
in most instances the critics see a 
book and pass upon its merits before 
the general public has had an oppor- 
tunity to do so. And yet the popular 
success of a book béars so slight a 
relation to what critics say about it 
that some skeptical persons have 
gravely maintained that reviewing is 
a waste of time and paper.

Lot long ago two novels were pub- 
lished of which one, highly com- 
mended by practically every reviewer, 
English and American, was almost 
ignored by the public, and the other, 
rejected and even ridiculed by the 
critics with virtual unanimity, was 
one of the popular successes of the 
season. Such incidents are so com- 
mon as to excite little remark nowa- 
days; and yet they raise a very in- 
teresting question: Is not the public 
as likely to be right as the critics? 

At first thought, such a question 
might seem foolish, because one would 
suppose that the trained judgment 
of the reviewers is certain to be more 
sound than the impulsive choice of 
the untrained public. And yet literary 
history is apparently as full of the 
mistakes of critics in appraising ‘worth 
as of the mistakes of the uncritical 
readers. Of course, to be valid an 
appeal to history ought to be based 
upon something more than an im- 
pression, however, and some ambitious 
candidate for a degree might conduct a 
bit of research in order to determine 
whether the critics or the public have 
most often guessed right.

His investigation might-take some 
such form as this: He would, by con- 
sulting the magazines and reviews, 
determine what books were highly 
praised by the cognoscenti ten, twenty, 
thirty and forty years ago, and what 
books in the same decades enjoyed the 
greatest popular successes; and would 
then discover which list contained the 
greatest number of titles of books still

recognized as good. Further, he would 
find out whether the books which ap- 
peared in both lists showed a higher 
percentage of permanency than those 
which appeared in only one list. Such 
a piece of simple research might be of 
some value in revealing whether the 
public which judges, as the saying is, 
by the heart, is a better guesser re- 
garding literary worth than the critic, 
who judges by the head. 

The probability is, I think, that our 


imaginary doctor would conclude that | 
one group has been about as success-— 
ful as the other, and that, as evidenced | 
by the verdict of posterity, both heart | 


and head are concerned in any sound 
judgment. Goethe has an interesting 
poem in which he likens a poem to a 
stained-glass window.

| The mass of péople, looking at the 
poem from the outside, see only some- 
thing pretty, but dull in color and in 
meaning, as do those who look at the

thing, full of meaning and of the glory 
of color. Whether we are critics cr 
general readers, it takes us all a long 
time to get inside any book that is 
genulnely fine, and'it is hard to tell 
whether critical reason or unlearned 
instinct wil] help us more. Certainly, 
the old saying that time is the only 
true critic, suggests that both critics 
and public are likely to be deceived by 
the outside at first, and:to agree re- 
garding the inside at last. 

It is certain, also, although both 
critic and public may make mistakes 
as individuals, they will show at least 
a leaning toward the best as a group.

That these votes showed, in the 
sum, good taste is indicated by the

Emerson’s “Concord Hymn,” each of 
which seemed to fall short either in 
idea or in singing quality or in the 
fitting of the expression to the 
thought. .

That their vote would have repre- 
sented fairly good criticism, however, 
is denoted by the fact that, when asked 
to decide on the best sonnet among

Yet, in the old town of Delft, Holland 
possesses a true Venice of the North. 
Though the houses are of brick in- 
stead of stone, the waters of the 
canals have their foundations, as in 
the eity by the Adriatic. Bridges of 
arched stone even suggest the Rialto 
and the Bridge of Sighs. And though 
gondolas are lacking, craft not alto- 
gether dissimilar ply the watery 
streets of the Dutch Venice. 
And Delft possesses one charm all 
too conspicuously lacking in the 
southern city. Shade trees are vari- 
ous and flourishing, for Delft is built 
on earth instead of stone. And on 
a May evening, as the lights twinkle 
across the canals from house and 
shop, a bit of fairyland is constructed. 
Blossoming branches hang low over 
dark waters, along which lead shady 
promenades from town into the coun- 
tryside and green meadows, with wind- 
mills looming, specterlike, through 
the darkness. 
A queer little tramway, operated 
by steam instead of electricity, con- 
nects Delft with The Hague. The dis- 
tance is about five miles, and along 
the roadside puffs the tiny, squat lo- 
comotive, drawing threé cars of as 
many different classes. It was late 
in the day as I boarded one of these 
in the market-place of The Hague, and 
as we approached Delft, a massive 
structure, from whose windows the 
lights were beginning to twinkle, 
loomed up at the edge of the town. 
“They make the Delft ware,” explained 
the conductor, who, like most Dutch 
men, was speaker of several lan- 
guages. “So much is sold that they 
work night and day.” And yet, as we 
know, a good deal of the so-called 
Delft ware of commerce is manufac- 
tured today in the “potteries district” 
of the English Midlands, in the “Five 
Towns” familiarized to the world by 
Arnold Bennett. Yet Delft is still 
busy with manufactures of many 
kinds. That is not, however, to say 
that it has many of the characteristics 
of what we Americans call a manu- 
facturing town. In point of fact, it 
possesses few more than the Italian 
city which, in so many other respects, 
it resembles. Its picturesque attri- 
butes are easily paramount, and fts 
palaces and churches, its council- 
house and its arsenal are strikingly 
The great palace of Wil- 
liam of Orange is.now a military 
barracks, and the grand old Gothic 
church of Admiral Van Tromp’s 
knowledge still stands.

the rest of civilized Europe. <All 
three, it so happens, are now in 
session. There is, first, the 
Council of Ambassadors, made 
canoe ml up of the representatives ot 
France, Great Britain, Belgium, and Italy. To this 
council Mussolini is said to have been willing to submit 
the Italian case. Secondly, there is the League of 
Nations, the General Assembly of which is in session 
today. It is to this organization that Great Britain 1s 
apparently desirous of submitting the very grave contro- 
versy, while Italy is averse to such commitment, and 
l’rance as yet has not expressed a definite opinion. 
There is finally the World Court, and dispatches from

Geneva evidently suggest that many leaders in the League 


of Nations itself are inclined to believe that appeal should 
first be made to the World Court to determine whether or 
not the League is competent to determine the issues 
involved. | ‘ 

It might seem at first, with so many tribunals, all 
dedicated to the service of peace and to avert war, that 
the chances of a peaceful settlement of the Greco-Italian 
quarrel would be very great, but danger lies in the very 
number of tribunals. Great Britain, whose interests in 
the Mediterranean are admittedly dominant, is appar- 
ently inclined to be insistent upon the reference to the 
League. It is, perhaps, because of British power in the 
Mediterranean that Mussolini is suspicious of any 
tribunal to which the British are willing to refer the issue, 
and therefore arrogantly proclaims his determination to 
withdraw from the League rather than submit to its 
authority. With the maintenance of this attitude on the 
part of the dictator of Italy, the question naturally arises 
whether it is worth while to submit to the World Court 
- the question as to whether the League can properly assume 
jurisdiction. For it is apparent that if determined to 
destroy the League rather than submit voluntarily to its 
decision, the Italian Premier will be even more ready to’ 
defy it if his case is sent thither against his protest. 

The issue is one which may -well perplex the Euro- 
pean diplomatists most. sincerely desirous of the main- 
tenance of peace. For just as the action of Austria 
toward Serbia, in 1914, resulted in the awakening to life 
of innumerable international problems apparently wholly 
disconnected with the assassination of the archduke, so, 
already, about the attack upon Corfu, has begun to cluster 
a group of other trouble-making incidents. The im- 
perialistic ‘record of Mussolini is being dragged forth. 
His preachment of the doctrine that the Mediterranean 
should be a sea controlled by Italy, his frequent denunci- 
ations, in earlier political days, of Great Britain, and the 
suggestion made by some. of his most trusted supporters 
that the occupation of Corfu should be followed by the 
seizure of all the Ionian islands and even by the stimula- 
tion of disorders in Salonika, which would give Italy an 
opportunity, to land troops there, all contribute to the dis- 
trust and the harassment of the European chancelleries. 

At the moment, the British attitude is the one which 
friends of peace will earnestly approve. The Foreign 
Office and the Premier frankly and emphatically urge the 
assumption by the League of authority in this matter. 
Should the League, even at the cost of the withdrawal of 
Italy, render a decision adverse to that Nation, its mem- 
bers would, under the authority of the League cove- 
rant, have power, and be obligated, to enforce any sanc- 
tions it might decree, either by military force or by eco- 
nomic pressure. There is every reason to believe that 
united action in the use of the economic weapon would 
be sufficient to bring Italy to terms. 

The silence of I‘rance at this moment can but lead 
to very general distrust of the motives of that Govern- 
ment. A hearty and unqualified co-operation with Great 
Britain in securing the reference of the quarrel to the 
League of Nations would go far toward allaying certain 
elements of doubt, suspicion, and even hostility, toward 
France that have been, unhappily, growing in the minds 
of the peoples of the world. It is an indubitable fact 
that upon French action today will depend very largely 
the rehabilitation of lrance in the minds of those who 
have looked with doubt and apprehension upon the ap- 
parent growth of the militaristic sentiment in its gov- 
ernmental circles, and its disinclination to defer in any 
degree to the voice of those nations which are most 
earnestly endeavoring to restore peace, harmony, and 


prosperity in [urope.

- With the occasion thus arising for the appointment 
of an-American Ambassador to Mexico, a colloquy which 
occurred at the White House during Mr. Wikon’s first 
Administration, and which amused Official Washington at 
the moment, is recalled. There was talk of appointing a 
new Ambassador, and as the Republican retiring had

been an Indianian, the Democratic delegation from that 
State regarded the office as an Indiana perquisite. 
Headed by Senator John Kern, they called on the Presi- 
dent to urge on him this point of view.

“Oh, Mr. President,” ejaculated Senator Kern, “out 
in Indiana any man who has made enough to have $50,- 
000 a year to spend hasn’t had time to learn to speak 
good: Itnglish, to say nothing of Spanish!” 

All question of the appointment, however, was set at 
rest by the methods of Huerta, whom Wilson declined to 
recognize. But the incident arouses certain questions. 
Is the policy of the United States, through which ambas- 
sadors and ministers are compelled to pay the greater part 
of their expenses out of their own pockets, either ex- 
pedient or democratic? Does the Nation thereby get the 
best diplomatic service, and is it in accordance With re- 
publican theories, that any branch of the public service 
should be closed to all save millionaires ? 

Ir was late in December, 1908. The Atlantic fleet 
of the United States Navy, on world tour, had left 
Colombo for Suez.

On the | Friendship 
morning of Dec. 28, at his, |: ees 
breakfast table, this naval officer® ~~ 
read the first account of the Messina earthquake and the 
destruction that followed in its wake. Realizing the 
need for constructive sympathy such as his ship's sup- 
plies might convey, he gave orders to his crew to prepare 
to get under way, and went at once to the commandant 
of the New York Navy Yard with his proposal. Theo- 
dore Koosevelt was President. <A call to the White 
House and Mr. Roosevelt himself came to the phone. 
He had no authority to use the $800,000 worth of sup- 
plies for this purpose, but he said: “I'll take my chances 
with Congress. Tell the lieutenant-commander to sail 
at once for Messina.” By 10 o'clock sailing orders were 
issued; by 2:00, after the whole force of the navy yard 
had rushed additional supplies aboard ship, the vessel 
was under way. For two months, under the direction of 
this resourceful naval officer, refugees in Messina were 
aided in the task of reconstructing their homes. And for 
many generations the memory of the Messina tragedy 
of 1908 will be supplemented by an equally potent mem- 
ory of the hope and help held out by America and the 
world in the hour of great need. 

It is often, in history, that the tragedy of today is 
lost tomorrow in the triumphs which the tragedy pro- 
duces. The Boxer Rebellion of 1900 in China swept 
away in one wild outburst of fanaticism, the lives and 
property of many foreigners and many more Chinese. 
But today, outside the walls of the city of Peking, in a 
great preparatory school, hundreds of Chinese lads are 
preparing themselves for advanced study in the United 
States; and scattered throughout China are other hun- 
dreds of young:men who are taking the educational, and 
industrial and political leadership in the new China. And 
the misfortunes of 1900 have been all but forgotten in 
the good which has come through America’s return of 
the Boxer indemnity. 

It would be difficult to exaggerate the calamity which 
has fallen upon Japan. No one would seek to minimize 
it. But already the forces of sympathy and help and 
hope—constructive forces—are concentrating upon the 
two great cities of the island empire. Whatever our opin- 
ion of the Japanese; whatever barriers there mav have 
heen—they are all swept away, and the Pacific, from an 
ocean for strategy and maneuvers, has become a highway 
across which the friendship of a kindly world will flow. 
And out of destruction a new and better international 
building may arise. Wars, with greater devastation, 
may do less to solve the problems of world understanding 
than this apparent catastrophe. 


/ 
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PROHIBITIONISTS in America and elsewhere will wel- 
come the news that Scotland is well on the road toward 
local option. This assurance was 
given the other day in Boston by 
Archibald Larsen, a prominent 
Scottish prohibitionist, who. de- 
clared to a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor: 
“We've only begun the fight in 
Scotland. The wet forces realize 
that, and are preparing accordingly. Liquor interests in 
Britain are collecting a fund of £30,000,000 to strengthen 
their intrenchments. A goodly share of that sum will be 
spent in Scotland.’’ Those who have been in intimate 
touch with the liquor question in that section of the Brit- 
ish Isles realize how true Mr. Larsen’s statements are. 
And yet this need not in the least discourage those who 
are upholding this reform there, because the same phases 
of opposition have been encountered in practically all the 
countries which have launched into the stream of prohibi- 
tion activities. 

It may have been forgotten by some that a little more 
than three and a half years ago, Mrs. Lloyd George, in 
an able speech in Glasgow, spoke in unmistakable terms 
regarding the opportunity which Scotland had in 1920 
to take a strong stand for prohibition, under the Temper- 
ance (Scotland) Act of 1913. This is what she said, in 
part: ‘In the same way that all eyes were fixed on the 
men who ‘fought our battles in the war, the temperance 
reformers in Britain, the dominions, and on the Con- 
tinent will be watching the people of Scotland. It will 
be a great disappointment to these friends if Scotland 
fails: but on the other hand, if victory is won, it will be 
a great stimulus to others all over the world to go and 
do likewise.” 

It is true that the results of the poll taken in the last 
months of 1920 were rather disappointing to those who

had allowed themselves to entertain a somewhat’ undulv 
optimistic attitude toward this issue at that time, but the 
very fact that the question came to vote was a step for- 
ward, which could not be ignored. Since then, 
the reform has gone steadily, if slowly, forward, 
until today it is, as Mr. Larsen intimated, recog- 
nized by the wets that the prohibition ‘movement is suf- 
ficiently strong to warrant the most vigorous action being 
taken by them against it in the hope of overcoming its 
onward progress. : 
Of course, both wets and drys are watching the pro- 
hibition movement in the United States. What country 
is not? And it is satisfactory to have Mr. Larsen’s 
assurance that for his own part he has seen less drunken- 
ness On this present visit than on any previous one. The 
trouble is that the question is still in a state of more or 
less flux in America, and until prohibition actually proves 
itself there beyond a doubt, the task of those struggling 
with the liquor menace in other countries will be rendered 
by that much the harder. Let the citizenry of America 
rise up to the realization of its power for good in uphold- 
ing the dry law and the task of prohibitionists in other 
countries will be rendered easier almost beyond measufe. 


Untit the experiment of a National Picture Week 
has been tried, no one can say what good will come 
of it. Prophets foretell great 
things, buf before this they have {((  ~ 
foretold great things of other A Week 
experiments, and the results have f 
seriously damaged their reputa- “s 
tion as prophets. The one fact 
certain is, that the recognition 
of the importance of art in pub- 
lic and private life grows, even if the methods to enforce 
it are not always either practical or intelligent. : 

Posters were proved to be an excellent medium for 
propaganda during the war. But whether, in days of 
peace, seeing pictures everywhere for a single week once 
a year will convince the public of the necessity of invest- 
ing in them, which is one of the objects of the proposed 
Picture Week, is quite another matter. People will stare 
at'any novelty in a shop window without the slightest 
intention of buying it. Besides, unless the best work is 
shown, even if people were induced to buy pictures by the 
display, their second state would be worse than their first. 
If such a week is instituted as an annual orgy of art for 
the Nation, its chief object should be to train the eye, not 
merely to catch and amuse it. : 

The average man finds entertainment in the flashiest 
billboards by the roadside, in the crudest advertisements 
in underground trains, and, for being debauched by them, 
he cannot be transformed in a week into a critic, able to 
distinguish between beauty in a picture and its sham. His 
critical sense must be developed, and this brings us back 
to the first necessity of all, which is the necessity of edu- 
cating people, not to become artists, but’to understand 
beauty and appreciate’it. The longer they are left at 
the mercy of billboards, and garbage cans, and comics, 
and cheap “‘movies,” the less prepared they will be to see 
beauty when it comes their way. Much depends on their 
everyday surroundings. 

We have traveled tar from the time when popes and 
princes disputed for the honor of the artist’s company as 
well as for possession of his work; when his master- 
piece moved his admirers to sing his praise in verse, so 
that by the number. of poems he received he could measure 
his success; when the multitude did not linger at shop or 
any windows, but carried the masterpiece in joyous pro- 
cession through the streets. An art period cannot be 
made by forcing art upon the people. “Art happens,’ 
and the artist suddenly springs up from soil that seems 
the least promising. 
appears in our midst to no purpose, if there is not an 
appreciative public. And to cultivate that public no effort 
should be spared. It must be an intelligent effort, how- 
ever, and not spasmodic, and above all it must be intrusted 
to those who know what art is and who are not seduced: 
by false prophets and meretricious makeshifts. 


Editorial Notes | 
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Few more telling appraisals of Mr. Coolidge have 
been written in a brief compass than that which was 
contributed to The Times of London by a correspondent 
writing from the American Women’s Club. She said in 


her letter: 

Possessed of great strength of purpose, steadfast in 
his beliefs, and adhering to a high ideal of statesman- - 
ship, which has on several occasions carried him far 
from “the middle of the road,” to what his political 
associates considered the verge of a dangerous precipice, 
Mr. Coolidge has shown himself impervious to partisan 
pressure whenever it tended to deflect him from a course 
which he considered right or a cause he deemed righteous. 
Those who best know Mr. Coolidge believe that in his 
accession to the Presidency England and Europe have 
acquired a true friend, who will do all in his power to 
strengthen those bonds which bind together in time 
of peace those that fought shoulder to shoulder in the 


Great War. 
Many in America also feel confident that Mr. Coolidge 
will fully measure up to the high hopes entertained of him 


on all sides. 
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CoMMENTING on the National Conference on Rail- 
way Valuation, the Railway Age, in a reference to the 
labor representatives at the conference, says: ‘‘None of 
these pays freight charges to the railroads.” If there 
are soine people who do not pay any freight rates, they 
are indeed fortiinate.

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Adding a Chapter to History

PortRAITs in oil of American secretaries of state who have 
gone before looked down from the walls of the long, narrow 
room with its black walnut chairs and tables and leather up- 
holstered furniture. Golden yellow light from glass chande- 
liers struck the polished surface of the wood and of the three 
marble mantelpieces. Outside, the world was gray with fall- 
ing rain, glimpsed through the tall, half-opened windows. A 
little group of newspaper writers, of those to whom virtually 
no doors are closed in these days of democracy, stood in one 
end of the Chamber of State. A row of cameras: formed a 
barrier from wall to wall in the center of the room. ‘This was 
the setting and the audience one noon not long ago for the 
final act of statesmen and diplomatists in the conclusion of the 
Four-Power Pacific Pact and the Naval Limitation Treaty. 

The Second Assistant Secretary of State, for fifty years in 
the service of his Government, walked slowly down the 
length of the room and took a chair at the far end. One or 
two other officials of the State Department ranged themselves 
near him. The door opened and Charles Evans Hughes 
entered, accompanied by the representatives of the other signa- 
tory powers. ° 

Mr. Hughes seated himself at the head of the table. On his 
right sat the British and French charges d’affaires; on his left 
the representative of Italy and the Japanese Ambassador. In 
a few brief sentences the American statesman es*lained the pur- 
pose of the gathering. Raising a document with his right hand, 
he remarked that it was the ratification of the treaties by the 
United States, and laid it to one side. * ‘“The British Empire!” 
he said, and. Mr. Chilton passed Great Britain’s ratification to 
Mr. Hughes, who laid it atop that of America. “France!— 
Italy!—Japan!” Each in turn presented the signed and sealed 
documents. It was very simple. Only the handful of workers 
who would give the news to the world looked on. 

And then the representatives of the five great powers signed 
acknowledgment that the ratifications had been deposited in 
Washington in accordance with the decision of the conference 
that had closed 18 months before. ‘The actual work of the 
conference ended here, but it merely marked the beginning of 
the change that is to come in the world because of that work, 
for the Acting Secretary of the Navy at once notified the build- 
urs of battleships of the curtailment in plans. 

The five men rose to go, but bowed to the demand of the 
public and settled back into their chairs at the call of the pho- 
tographers. For a few minutes the statesmen and diplomatists 
obeyed as little children, when the camera men asked the Jap- 
anese Ambassador to move his chair to the right or the British 
Charge to draw closer to the table. The glare of a brilliant 
light, a puff of smoke and the click of camera shutters; the 
same repeated; all was over. Portraits in oil of former Ameri- 
can secretaries of state looked down from the walls on the now 
empty room where the scratch of pens had but recently added 
one more chapter to the history of the Nation which they in 
their day had helped to write. 


International Co-operation Among Inventors 

THE nationality, of the inventors of a number of modern, 
machines and processes has provoked many acrimonious discus- 
sions among patriotic members of different nations, but it is 
becoming increasingly apparent that with the greater exchange 
of thought, made possible by the interchange of books and 
periodicals, inventions of first importance are the result of co- 
operative work by research workers in various countries. 

For example, in making the recent announcement of the dis- 
covery of “hafnium,” an element which bids fair to revolutionize 
many processes, the joint discoverers, an Austrian and a Swedish 
professor, gracefully coupled with it the statement that their 
discovery was only possible by reason of the research work ot 
a brilliant young English chemist who had since passed on. 

Marconi has always maintained that his discovery was made 
possible by the previous work of the German, Hertz. ‘The 
latter in turn was indebted to the work of Clark-Maxwell, the 
Scottish boy, who, while only in his ‘teens, made many amazing 
discoveries. 

Not long ago an American paper published a list of fifty 
of the greatest inventions and claimed that more than half ot 
them were invented in'the United States. An [¢nglish paper 
promptly corrected the lst, declaring that many of them really 
originated in Germany, France, and Great Britain. Doubt- 
less other nationals would. have made corrections in both lists. 

The explanation lies in the growing internationality of 
thought and research work. ‘Thus Alexander Graham Bell, 
the inventor of the telephone, was born and reared in Scotland. 
With his family he moved to Canada, however, and it was there 
that, following on the many years’ research work of his father, 
he invented and first tested his apparatus. ‘This he first put to 
public use in the city of Boston, and hence all three countries 
claim credit for it. 

Then, too, Faraday, the son of an English blacksmith, first 
invented the electric light—this was of the arc lamp type. Later, 
and at about the same time, Edison in the United States and 
Joseph Swan in England invented the “incandescent” electric 
light, and each patented it in his own country. Thereafter the 
Edison interests tried to enter the British market and, after 
Hence 
the English lamp was, and is, known as the “E-diswan.” 

McCormick invented his reaper through experimenting with 
an earlier pattern made by an old country Scotsman. Scholes 
constructed the typewriter from studying earlier writing 
machines made in England and America. Sir James Dewar 
discovered the theory of the thermos bottle, but it was left to 
a German firm to put it on the market in a practical form. 

So, step by step, the world journeys toward the day when 
all men will co-operate ‘as brothers for the common good of 
mankind.
